ADSIIRAL DEWEY 

DcellBes to State Whtcli Ticket He 

\Vili Head. 

Indianapolis, April 4. — A special 
from Washinston says: In an inter- 
view with a correspondent Admiral 
Dewey confirmed the- report that he Is 
willing to be a candidate tor the pres 
Jdency. He says he will accept the 
nomination if it is tendered him. 

"It was after tbe most serious con- 
sideration that 1 decided to make for- 
mal announceiment of my position," 
said the admiral. "I have been strong- 
ly urKcd ti) do ;(i by a groat many 
(friends. They were friends upon whose 
Jndfment I believed I could rely, and 
whose good Inteutlons I would not 
doubt. They said they believed I 
owed It to the American people t(» 
make my position clear on this mat- 
ter. My name has been used In this 
oonnoction and there have been all 
kinds of reports. My friends thought 
I owed it to the people to si t all doubts 
att rest by declaring that 1 adhered to 
my original refusal or that I had 
chanefed my mind. So I doi'Ided to 
speak. My position is just this. I re- 
gard the iinsition of president as th^- 
treatest honor in the gift of the na- 
tion. It is an honor to which no man 
can be indilTcrent. I am simply like 
other citizens, in tha.t 1 would appre- 
ciate the honor." 

Asked as to his platform, and what 
•party he would stand wIMi, the ad- 
miral smvp: "That is a matter for later 
consideration. At present I have sim- 
ply signified my willingness to be a 
oudtdate. It is possible the people 
will not see It In that way. There will 
be time enouph lo disi ii'-s features con- 
nected with my caiididaiy when I am 
a candidate." 

Admiral Dewey declined to state 
irbother he was a Democrat or a Re- 
publican. 

To llead Off Oryiui.. 
Nenr York, April I. — A Washington 

ppeclal says: "It has develop<vl that 
the announcement of Admiral Dewoy s 
oandtdacy Is a part of a well-lajd plan 
o( eastern Demoorats to head off Mr. 
Bean's nomination. The admiral will 
not admit that there Is any organiza- 
tion beihind his candidacy or state 
whether he would like tbe Republican 
or the Democratic nomlnatilon. He 
■aid that he was in the hands of the 
American people, an<l was as willinR to 
obey orders from them as he ba.3 been 
tnm his superiors in the navy."

Cienato FLxen Approprlntton of Ohio 
Onteniiliil at $7oU,00U. 

Columbus, O., April 4. — A great 
crowd filled tCie lobtoy of the senate 
during the conslderatlcm of the Ohio 
oentrnniial bill. Sen.ator Palter.soa 
offered an amendment In line with 
Govorner Nash's suggeation. it pro- 
pose^ ^ aholish the present centennial 
commiSBion, and permit tbe governor 
to appoint another one of nine meui- 
bers, not more than five from the same 
party. The amendment WBS loet by 
15 yeas to 16 nays. 

An smendment by Mr. Sieber to cut 
the amount from 11.000.000 to $600,000 
caused debate. 

Senator i'atterson declared that th« 
original bill would be unconstitutional, 
and warned the centennial's friends 
that if the bill was passed as it stoo;l 
the crntoiiuiai would not get a dollar. 
The com t.-^ would hold the bill invalid. 

Senator Harding gave it as his opin- 
ion that nearly all the opposition to 
the appropriation was Inspired In Co- 
lumbus, and w.is due to jealou:-y. Th'* 
Slebor amendment was lost by 13 yeas 
to 17 nays. Sieber's $600,000 amend- 
ment was loet by the same vote. 

The.Vrc her nmendiiient cutting down 
the appropri.iliou to $750,000 w.u 
adopted, and one by Senator Patter- 
son giving the governor the power to 
appoint a new commission of 11 mem- 
bers was agreed to. No more than six 
may be of tlie same party. The bill 
so ariicnded then passed. Vote. 18 yeas 
and 13 noos. 

In the IIoiiRe. 

Two bills were passed by the hou-^e 
which will no doubt aatlcipate further 
proceeding with the complicated code 
of game legislation intended to revise 
the whole chapter of game laws. Mr. 
Gear's bill to make the open season 
Nov. 10 to Dec. 1 for quail, rabbit etc., 
and from March 10 to April 10 and 
Nov. 10 to Dec. 1 for coot, mud hen and 
wild duck, pas,-:ed by a vote of 73 to S. 
Mr. Arthur's bill, requiring tlust hunt- 
ers shall obtain written consent of the 
owner for hunting upon the premises 
of another also passed, the penalty be- 
ing from $15 to $30. 

The house passed Mr. Colo's liou-'e 
bill, providing that delinquent taxes 
on proi>erty forfeited to the state dur- 
ing the years of 1898 and 1899, for non- 
payment of taxes, shall be computed 
according to the decennial appraise- 
ment of 1900. 

Mr. Hendley's house bill to require 
boards of equalisation to complete 
tbeir work before the Fourth Monday 
of February after b:\';inning the equal 
izatlon, and, city boards of equalisation 
before tbe second Monday of the endu- 
ing April, was passed; also to require 
boards of health to thoroughly disin- 
fect any scliool room in which five con 
tagious cases appear among tbe pupils 
within 80 days.

London, April 4.— General Colville 
and beneral Prencb have given up the 

movement against the Boers east of 
Bloemfuntein and hsve rejoined the 
main army.

from 10,000 to 12,000 of his best troops 
in the wilderneas, with a field trans- 
port, in the direction at a right angle 

with his chosen line of advanc. 

The IJoers have probably moved else- 
where, and if to the southwest General 
Colville could as easily strike them 
from bloemfontein as by following 
them across the plains. Those Inffr- 
ences still leave the situation bewilder- 
ing for the time being. The enorm- 
ously sup. :-i(U' liritlsh forces appear 
inactive in tvery part of the war flelil 
waiting yet, prcbably. for the accumu- 
lation of material fcr a swift advance 
on the Tiansvaal frontier.

Of neiiiix ratle Party W«» to Have 
Been Held In tbe Ruined 
•truuture-steps Takcs 
to UebuUd It. 



Kansas City. April 4.— Convention 
ball, the mammoth and superb audi- 
torium in which the Democratic con 

ven-tion was to have be^n held on July 
4, was burned to the ground in less 
than half an hour's time by lire that 

started in the building at 1:10 p. m. 

Within a few minutes after the fire 
caught, the whole structure, taking In 
half a block each way on Thirteenth 
and Central streets, was a mass of 
flames, and 20 minutes after the first 
alarm was turned in the great roof 
fell in with a cra.-h. throwing showers 
of burning embers in every direction. 

The fire started from the furnace 
room in the rear end of the building. 
A still alarm was turned in and before 
tho first cr.giu s rrriveil the fire had 
gotten beyond control. Within 20 min 
utes every department In the city was 
at the £C€ne, but the work of the fire 
men pioved of no avail, and efforts 
were .'■oon liirr ted to saving the sur- 
rounding property. 

At 1:30 the fire Jumped two ways, 
attacking a half block of 3-story resl- 
donce.^ in the rear of the hall on 
Tweirth ht.ect and ccro-s Central 
Street, where it ilr.it caught the Secom! 
Presbyterian church, one of the finest 
edifbfv; in the city, and then the La- 
throp iiiibllc school, which v,-a3 par- 
tially dr'.sti::ved l)y a tornado in 1S8S. 

The children at the Lathrop school 
were Just returning to their rooms 
after the dinner hour, when the firt 
started, and as far as known all es- 
caperl to places of safety. 

The loss is estimated a.t $CoO,OOU, ap • 
portioned as follows: Convention hall, 
8225,000; Second Presbyterian church. 
830.000: l.athrop school, $23,000; row 
of residences on Tw< Ifth street, JtlO.oOO. 

The hall was v.-eli insured, and will 
be rebuilt immediately, in time for 
use for the national Democratic con- 
vention. Fifteen minute.? after the 
hall was kiu wn to be doomed, mer.:- 
bers of the Commercial club, througii 
whose efforts the structure was built, 
bepan soliciting funds to begin a new 
building, which, it la Ft.i.ted, will be 
start(vl as .soon as the ruins can ho 
cleared away. The foundation re- 
mained intact. 

All efforts were then directed toward 
toward preventing the llame.-i from 
rr.uhing n 'rth and we.-t. One build- 
lug, a block west of the hall, caught 
fire repeatedly from flying brands, but 
was extinguished. It is believed thai 
the fire will be confined to the struc- 
tiiie.-< named. 

At 2:15 the Rre was pronounced un- 
der control, the flames having been 
confined to three or four small n^si- 
dences outside the hall. chur( li, school 
.and Twelfth s::eet re-i'dences. The 
total loss Is roughly estimated at from 
$330,000 to 1430,000, with Insurance 
abo.;t hr.If the lo.^.^
